It is a fact that for 
some years her eyesight has been affected owing 
to changes incidental to her advanced age, but 
although in the nature of things this condition 
may be slowly progressive, there is no truth in 
the statement that it is rapidly becoming worse. 
The deterioration of her vision naturally causes 
the Queen some inconvenience, but not to the 
extent of interfering with her ordinary course of 
į life or of preventing her from discharging her 
multifarious and onerous duties. Her Majesty’s 
health is, for a lady of her age, perfectly satis- 
factory. Indeed, there are probably but few 
ladies contemporary with her who could 
have borne so well the fatigue and strain 
of the recent Jubilee celébrations.’’ The bright 
buoyancy with which the Queen has welcomed 
successive Garden Parties at Windsor Castle 
may be cited as an additional proof of Her 
Majesty’s good health at the present time. 
None the less will it certainly be a pleasurable 
relief for the Queen to quit Windsor for quiet 
Osborne at the commencement of the coming

The Prince and Princess of Wales’s 
Visit to Lewisham. 


No one who witnessed the remarkably hearty 
reception accorded by all classes in South London 


readers a fair idea of the enormous extent of the 
new Park Hospital at Hither Green, Lewisham. 
It is, with the exception of the convalescent 
hospitals at Winchmore Hill and Darenth, the 
largest hospital in England for patients suffering 
from contagious diseases. 1 don’t suppose 
Lewisham residents care for the building of 
such an institution in their vicinity, but no doubt 
the Metropolitan Asylums Board will do all they 
can to prevent infection in the conveyance of 
patients to Hither Green. The Prince valued 
such hospitals aright when he pithily said—“ I 
desire publicly to thank the managers for their 
great and noble work in endeavouring to stem 
the tide of disease in our midst, and to 
raise the standard of health and enforce the 
principles of sanitation in the Metropolis. 
(Cheers). Not only are the sick far better 
cared for in institutions such as these than 
could possibly be the case in their own homes ; 
but inmates of the homes are thus relieved of a 
most heavy burden, and thesurrounding families 
of a serious source of danger. The success of 
these efforts is proved by the fact that 
the death-rate from the common cause of disease, 
scarlet fever, has been reduced to one-third of 
what it was sixty years ago. We can in some 
measure appreciate the magnitude of the work 
which has been carried out, and the difficulties 
which it has been necessary to overcome. They 
must have entailed the most anxious thought on 
the part of the managers and their advisers. I 
have just personally inspected the more im- 
portant parts of the building, and I am confident 
that the comfort both of patients and staff has 
been most carefully considered. The greatest 
credit. is, I think, due to all concerned for the 
excellent nature of the work and for the rapidity 
with which it has been constructed. I thank 
you for the warm expressions with which you

“Inez Mendo,” 

the new opera by Frederic Regnal (really a 
clever and handsome young composer named F. 
D’Erlanger), drew a large audience to Covent 
Garden Theatre last Saturday night, in- 
cluding the Prince of Wales, who occupied 
his customary corner seat in the omnibus 
box, and steadily read the libretto and 
listened to the undoubtedly melodious orches- 
tration. The instrumentation of ‘* Inez Mendo ”’ 
was its strong point. Indeed, on hearing decla- 
matory bit after bit of recitative done full 
justice to by the accomplished lyric artists, 
one could not but wish the able and 
talented composer had put much of the sweet 
and moving violin accompaniments into the 
vocal part of the score. Then there would not 
have been any question at all of the complete 
success of “ Inez Mendo.” As it was, the rich, 
sonorous, and fluent music of the overture was 
followed by exquisitely melodious ` passages, 
particularly those illustrating the romantic loves 
of the Duc de Mendoza’s son for the farmer’s 
sweet, pure daughter Inez, and the sore trials 
both have to undergo when the farmer, as 
hereditary executioner, is called upon to behead 
his son-in-law because he has killed a royster- 
ing blade in a duel. The best number in 
the opera is the love- duet between the hero 
and heroine in the last act but one, and 
its rapturous reception must have caused Mr. 
D’Erlanger to regret that he had not supplied 
the singers with more melodious airs of a like 
nature. There was sufficient merit in the opera 
to justify the repeated calls of the smiling com- 
poser, who did not disguise his hearty apprecia- 
tion of the admirable way in which Madame 
Saville and M. Alvarez (the lovers), M. Renaud, 
as the melancholy farmer, Miss Margaret Reid, 
M. Journet, M. Jacques Bars, and M. Bonnard 
sustained the chief parts. 


“The Silver Key.” 

“ A noble woman nobly planned” did hand- 
some and graceful Miss Millard prove herself to 
be in her charmingly natural, simple, fresh, and 
fascinating impersonation of Mdlle. de Belle-

version of Alexandre Dumas’s play of that name, 
rechristened ‘‘The Silver Key,” in Mr. Tree’s 
grand new theatre. It is this sweet and 
unaffected acting “of Miss Millard’s that 
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| affords the greatest pleasure to the fashionable 


audiences attracted to Her Majesty’s since the 
production of “ The Silver Key.’’ It is the best 
thing she has ever done. Her enchanting Mdlle. 
de Belle-Isle makes us long to see her as Juliet, 
Rosalind, Beatrix, Portia, and what not. One 
and all were capivated. Repulsive though 
the idea of the Duc de Richeliew’s wager 
against her innocence is, the treatment of the 
theme is so light and delicate as to render it 
as little distasteful as possible. The episode of 
the supposed midnight meeting of Richelieu and 
the fair Gabrielle (for whom the light-hearted 
Marquise de Prie substitutes herself, unknown 
to the Duc) leads to a singularly powerful scene 
between the defamed heroine and her jealous 
lover, D’Aubigny—a scene in which both Mr. 
Lewis Waller and Miss Millard acted mag- 
nificently, the lady, however, carrying off the 
honours.: The tameness of the ensuing duel with 
dice betwixt Richelieu and D’Aubigny would be 
removed could the dramatist introduce Gabrielle 
as an unperceived onlooker. This comedy of 
intrigue ends, of course, by the Marquise putting 
everything right, thus reconciling the parted 
lovers. ‘‘ The Silver Key” was indisputably 
engrossing. The play was superbly costumed 
and staged ; and too much praise could not be 
offered Mr. Tree and his accomplished wife for 
their vivid portrayal of the profligfite Duc and 
the coquettish Marquise ; Miss Millard for her 
unrivalled Mdile. de Belle-Isle, Mr. Waller as 
her jealous champion, and Mr, Lionel Brough 
as a comic courtier.

No tyre has 
heen subjected to more severe tests at the hands 
of racing men, expert riders, and tourists; it is 
light, simpl®ef construction, easy to manipulate, 
fast, ind comfortable : and so many noteworthy 
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of £947,738, while the profits realised by the 
extra issues of capital at premiums were £185,227, 
making a grand total of profit for the period 
enumerated of £1,134.095. 

Such a development as this is probably un- 
paralleled in the history of our commerce.

that a page would be hardly sufficient for their 
due record. 

No more important and promising enterprise 
than this tyre amalgamation has come before the 
public since the ever-memorable flotation of the 
“ Dunlop ” Five Million Company in the spring 
of 1896. 

It has long been an established fact that the 
rage for cyċling, which now exists all over the 
world, is mainly attributable to the introduction 
of the pneumatic tyre. When the ingenious Mr. 
J. B. Dunlop first tried his invention on his son’s 
bicycle, enthusiast though he was, he could never 
have imagined, even in his wildest dreams, that 
the pneumatic tyre would give such an enormous 
stimulus to the sport of cycling as it has done 
within the last half-dozen years.

the demand for tyres. 

It will be seen from what we” have said that 
there is no possibility of a. diminution of tyre- 
prices, but that, on the contrary, prices must go 
up, For a long time the “Dunlop” had the 
monopoly of the trade, but under the new state 
of things the amalgamated tyre companies will 
share in that monopoly. : There would, therefore, 
thus appear to be in the whole industrial world 
no more advantageous field of investment than 
this great tyre industry, now about to be so 
strikingly developed.

Profit in Pheasants. 


ROBABLY few readers make a 
study of pheasants for profit. 
I do not. know of a more 
profitable business than this if 
it be sensibly followed up. We 
in the country know all about 
the saying that pheasants cost 
the gentlemen who rear them 
to shoot a guinea each. I dare 
say it is quite true that, taking 
the average of game estates, 
where shooting is the chief 
aim, it costs a guinea a head to 
make a show on shooting days 
of a big number of birds. I 
rear pheasants for sport and 
for business. purposes, and I 
find that the actual cost of 
_ rearing a pheasant from the 
egg to the age for shooting or selling to restock preserves

About Half-a-Crown. 


But (and this is a sturdy but) I believe it would take any- 
body years and years of trial and experiment before they 
would be competent to do likewise. By “ likewise” I mean 
to take’ the eggs from a wild pheasants’ nest and to rear 
half-a-dozen hen birds and a cock, and from’ that number to 
breed the following year about 


A Hundred Stock Hens and Cocks, 


and from. those again to lay the foundation for a big 
business in pheasants and pheasants’ eggs. After the first 
stocking of a breeding run come the trials. In fact, it is 
almost all trials until one has mastered it, and then it is 
hot all plain sailing. Birds deteriorate, seasons are adverse, 
eggs come: unfertile, broody hens fail, a tlfree days’ rain 
floods the coops; and those are everyday experiences of the 
expert rearer. If the novice has a small covert and can set 
a trap-cage, similar to the one sketched, he may take up

fresh stock pheasants every winter and restock his breeding 
pens in that way. Really, pheasants lay eggs almost as 

lentifully as some breeds of fowls do.. Sixty eggs per hen 
in a season have been had from a small and well-managed 
pen on a grass run. I find that in a large way a fàir 
average will be from forty-five to thirty-five eggs per hen. 
Pheasants’ eggs sell for as high as one shilling each in April 
and May. Stock hen pheasants in spring are always worth 
ten shillings each, and cocks at least five shillings each.

These, together with a regular stopping by 
pinching off the top of every shoot that has made 
two leaves, are the secrets of cucumber culture. 
Another prolific plant that I saw in the same garden 
was a variety of marrows which is an old favourite of 
mine. The plants were just setting their first fruits, and

I remark here on the earliness of this variety, which may 
be had in full bearing, as illustrated above, by the end of 
July. I plant my earliest marrow plants between the rows 
of early potatoes, and so secure. them shade and moisture.

THE TRANSPOSITION OF MOVES AND ITS 
DANGERS. 

We append the following lively game played in a recent 
match between the City of London Chess Club and the 
Hastings and St. Leonards Chess Club. The game affords 
a very good example of the dangers attendant on starting 
the vame with oné opening, and then, asin this case, inviting 
another. Commencinga Vienna début, it-was not advisable, 
considering Black’s reply of Kt to Q B 3rd, to leave the 
second player the choice of a Muzio Gambit. As will be 
seen, White was unable to continue after Black’s seventh 
move of Q to B 3rd, with the usual reply of P to K 5th, 
owing to the adverse Kt at Q B 3rd. It is, of course, 
necessary to develop the Q B as quickly as possible, and in 
this case it was equally necessary to prevent Black playing 
Q to Q 5th (ch). Nevertheless, we think, bearing in mind 
the danger attendant on allowing the Q Kt to get into the 
game, White might have risked playing 8. Kt to Q 5th, 
and if then Q to Q 5th (ch),9. Kt to K 3rd, and Black 
cannot take the Kt on account of the threatened mate, and 
he must devise some means of ‘protecting the Pawn at 
B 5th. The text move really caused White’s downfall. 
Kt played to K 4th and immediately,caused havoc among 
White’s pieces, and also helped to disintegrate the adverse 
Pawns. The play with the Queen in the middle game is 
very interesting. Also it shows at.what a disadvantage 
the first player is when the first fierce attack in a gambit 
of this kind bid been fully met. White never got over the 
fact of allowing Black to force the Muzio when he had the 
Kt on Q B 8rd, for though White had the Kt also deyel- 
oped it never took any active partin the game. To hesitate 
i; fatal. White should in the first instance have played 
the ordinary Muzio development if he had the intention of 
conducting the gambit on orthodox lines.

Narrow Escape of a Student of Guy’s

The Curious Action Brought by Mr. Fournet 
against the proprietors of Pearson’s Magazine was closed on 
July 9 before Mr. Justice Hawkins and a special jury. The 
action was brought by the plaintiff to recover damages for 
alleged libel and infringement of -copyright of a pub- 
lication dealing with and containing a facsimile of some 


handwriting written when drunk. The writing was repro- 
duced in the defendant’s magazine with certain statements 
which plaintiff now complained of. Mr. J. Holt Schooling, 
the author of the article in Pearson’s, was cross-examined 
as to the methods he pursued to discover what he now 
knew to be the plaintiff’s publication. Previous to making 
the statement that the writer ‘‘and his were all dead,” 
he (witness) made inquiries of various persons, but 
could find no trace of the publishers or the author. 
Even now, however, judging from the writing as repro- 
duced, he certainly thought the person who wrote it was 
really “intelle-tually dead” (laughter)—that is, legally 
dead (renewed laughter). In the result the jury found there 
was no infringement of the plaintiff's copyright and no 
libel. Verdict for the defendants, and judgment was given 
accordingly. :

A day or so before that—on Friday, 
July 9th—T.R.H. experienced a hearty welcome 
in-the same salubrious and populous part of the 
Metropolis when they opened the splendid new 
public baths in the Kennington Road. Prince 
and Princess Charles of Denmark were with 
their Royal Highnesses.

und Washhouses Acts; and now, at a 


Cost of £50,000, 


the Commissioners have erected a noble suite 
of, baths on a central site near the Bethlehem 
Hospital, at the point where the Lambeth Road 
crosses the main artery of traffic that runs to 
Kennington Park, and thence on to Brixton and 
Clapham. In addition to three well-appointed 
swimming-baths—one of them containing (with 
that of the Hornsey Road baths) the largest

public swimming-pond in use in Europe, re- 
quiring as it does some 250,000 -gallons of 
water to fill it — ninety-five well-appointed 
private baths have been provided. ‘The main 
swimming - bath has been specially arranged 
to adapt it for letting during the winter 
months for purposes of entertainment, and last 
year special powers were given to the County 
Council for the licensing of this class of building 
for music and dancing. The hall, when arranged 
for entertainments of any kind, will be entirely 
shut off from any other portion of the establish- 
ment, and will afford seating accommodation on 
the ground floor fir 1222 persons, and on the 
gallery floor for another 300.

Have I Any Nice Book
